Dates from Europe are to October 28th : 
The Warsaw Congress of Crowned Heads 
abruptly terminated on the 26th of October, 
owing to the illness of the Dowager Em- 
press of Russia. The royal party and their 
ministers held a conference on the 25th. 
Nothing authentic transpired, but the state- 
ment was afloat that the principle of an Eu- 
ropean Congress had been adopted. 

The Opiniont Nationale, of Turin, caused 
considerable sensation in all quarters, by 
publishing an article branding the Warsaw 
meeting as nothing but a conspiracy on the 
part of Governments represented there 
against France, and charging England with 
being a go-between. The same journal 
B ives the report that the Government of 
Austria proposes to negotiate with France 
for a pacific solution or the Italian question. 

The British legion in Italy had a smart 
encounter with royalists at Capua, but were 
victorious, with a loss of three killed and 
thirty wounded. .

Mantua and Pes- 
chiera were likewise strongly garrisoned. 

The Emperor Napoleon held a military 
council relative to the formation of a new 
plan of an army of reserve. All the Mar- 
shals attended. 

The Pope had assured the Representative 
of France at Rome that he had no intention 
of leaving. 

A semi-official article in the Paris Consti- 
tvtiorinel says that an organized and power- 
ful Italy is henceforth for the interest of 
Europe. The part of France is that of non- 
intervention. When the revolution is ac- 
complished, it should be consolidated by act 
of an European Congress. 

The English squadron had left Syria for 
the Adriatic. Two French vessels remained 
at Beyrout. It was reported that agitation 
prevailed in Damascus, and threats were 
made against Christians on account of the 
taxing. Fuad Pacha had returned there. 

The ship Red Jacket, from Melbourne, 
had arrived in England with £150,000 in 
gold.

The News. 



Garibaldi and the Italian reYolution still 
continue to bi>, the all-absorbing topic in 
Europe. In England ill o movements of 
Garibaldi were watched with as much in- 
terest us though the British people were a 
party to the revolution. Wo observe that 
the entente cordialc has been established be- 
tween Cavotir and Garibaldi. The formei 
still maintains his position in tho Sardinian 
Cabinet; whilst the latter has consented to 
the removal of some of his revolutionary 
friends, such as Bertnni. Cavour resigned; 
but his resignation was not accepted. Il is 
ovident, therefore, that the closest alliance 
exists between Victor Emmanuel and the 
revolutionary general. Judging by Cavour's 
speech in Parliament, Sardinia is determined 
not to sheath the sword till all Italy is de- 
livered from Bombs, the I'jpe.and the Aus- 
trian*; Bomba is conquered already. The 
Papal States have been invaded and par- 
tially occupied by Sardinians. French 
troops in and near Rome only ptevent the 
occupation of the Eternal City itself; 
whilst Cavour announces the intention to 
make it the capital of United Italy — Vene- 
tia included. Before the latter can be ac- 
complished a war with Austria must occur. 
It cannot long be deferred. Her military 
movements indicate a struggle with Victor 
Emmanuel; and she considers that as the 
latler has violated the treaty of Villafranca 
by armed intervention in Italy, her turn is 
now to strike for her lost provinces as well 
as to preserve U herself Venetia. Cavour 
intimates that Europe is of opinion that Sar- 
dinia will not bo nt>lo lo conquer VorielSa. 
He repudiates the idea, — holding that the 
inhabitants of Venetia are dissatisfied with 
Austrian rule ; and that with twenty-four 
millions of Italians, success is certain 
against all the strength of Austria. 

In tho Southern States the disunion cry 
is still as loud or louder than ever. South 
Carolina and Georgia are the centres of dis- 
union. But the developmentof the disunion 
plot shows that the. disunion loudi-m aro 
anything but certain as lothe feelings of the 
leading Southern people. Their scheme has 
been to act through the Stale Legislatures; 
and net appeal to a convention of the people to 
decide the question of union or secession. 
If they could commit the South by such a 
policy, there aro probably plotters enough 
who would not shrink from doing it. But 
Becession is not likely lo CC'CUV. Whatever 
battle is to he fought will be likely to OCCUI 
on the Honrs of Congress at the next session, 
and a stormy session may therefore be ex- 
pected. 

A New Ciiakteii to Hungary. — Aus- 
tria has granted a new charter to Hungary 
— the poor, down-trodden land of tho Mag- 
yars. The charter was favorably received 
at Pesth, and fluda was illuminated. The 
charier accords a Court of Chancery, and 
the Chancellor is lo he a member of the 
Ministry The number of members of 
Reiehsrath in to be increased to 100 by 
Counsellors elected by provisional districts. 
The constitutional institutions of Hungary 
are to be re-established. Tho Hungarian 
language is to be the official language ; nil 
financial matters to be subject to the ap- 
proval of the lleiohsralb ; the University at 
Pesth to be re-opened; the abolition of per- 
sonal service due to the landlords, and of 
exempting noLles from taxes, is confirmed ; 
representation of all classes of the country 
in the legislature and administration are to 
be re-established as principles. The Hun- 
garian Diet is lo be convoked without do- 
lay, and Ihe Emperor is then to be crowned 
King oi Hungary. Similar constitutions 
are to be granted lo Transylvaniu. 

Frisk Fioht.— Sergeant Blake, in at- 
tempting to arrest a drunken man near the 
Victoria Hotel, yesterday afternoon, was set 
upon by threw others and somewhat bruised. 
They were all arrested alior a hard light, in 
which the ollieer had to use his tints Ireely. 

No Quorum, — There was no quotum 
yesterday at the House of Assembly. The 
new member, Mr. Burnaby, was present 

and would have been sworn in had thorn 

been a luflioiem number ol mombeia pros- 
nut to hold it meeting. 



Attempt to Fire the Town. 

About half-past one o'clock yesterday 
morning, special officers McGce and Phil- 
lips observed smoke issuing from tho second 
story of the house situated on Iho corner of 
Waddington ' alley and Johnson strest. 
They immediately passed through a gate 
leading to the yard of the house and ascend- 
ing a pair of stairs, discovered Iiro burning 
in two places — one at the head of the stair- 
way, and another in the lining at the side. 
The officers immediately went lo work and 
extinguished the flames. The blaze at the 
head of tho stairs was found to proceed 
from two or throe gunny sacks and some 
old canvass, in which chips and shavings 
had been placed ; in the other case, the 
lining had been fired. There were five men 
sleeping in the building at the time, and 
had the fire gained headway, it would have 
been impossible for them to have escaped— 
as the flames from the stairs upon which 
the lire had been set would have cut off till 
egress. The neighborhood is built up with 
wooden houses, and one shudders to think of 
the consequences that might haveensued but 
for the promptitude of the two officers. 

A few moments after the lire had been 
extinguished, the officers observed a man 
named James Herbert hanging about the 
corner ; and thinking it a suspicious circum- 
stance, tracked him to a lodging-house on 
Johnson street, where he went to bed. In 
the morning, complaint was made at tho 
police office that a coat had been slolen from 
the China Restaurant on Waddington alley 
by Herbert the night before, and officer 
Welch accordingly arrested him. The coat 
was found in a bunk in which he had slept 
at tho lodging-house. Shortly after he had 
been taken into custody lor stealing the coat, 
suspicion was aroused lhat Herbeit had 
fired the house above mentioned,a3 a citizen 
says that- he had heard him declare early 
in the evening that he " would like to see 
a fi re,' ; and the Chinaman at the restaurant 
asserts that Herbert had told him there was 
a lire several minutes before the officers dis- 
covered it. Ho was also seen loitering 
about the premises before the fire broke out. 
An examination will be held before the 
magistrate this morning. 

Sharp Practice.— We learn by last ad- 
vices from Now Westminster, that the water- 
front was rented by auction last Saturday. 
The rents obtained were generally very 
low. Evidently the '« pepper corn" pro- 
gramme was carried out. The sharp prac- 
tice, however, was in only giving a week's 
notice. Had a longer notice been given, 
justice would have been done to absentee- 
lot owners. As it is they have only to place 
the renting of the water front on Saturday, 
down in the account with other swindles. 
When the front lots were sold the purchasers 
wore to have B preference — at least, a chance 
to net wharf hits, but in the consummate 
wisdom of somebody, a brief notice is 
given, and what is tantamount to a hole-in 
the-corner bargain is made. There is 
such a thing as justice; but the sharp 
practice about water-front property in New 
Westminster, induces uk to believe that 
tho article is scarce in some of the Govern- 
ment departments. 

General Harxkv let off Easily by 
the Secretary of War.— General Harney 
has got off almost Scot-free fioui the charges 
preferred against him by his superior in 
command, a '' mild censure" from Ihe Se- 
cretary ot War being the extent of his pun- 
ishment. This lenity, the Secretary tells 
him, is vouchsafed to him in " consideration 
ot Ins valuable services," and of the " high 
estimation in which the Department "holds 
his character as a soldier." Asa compen- 
sation for the mild censure which he is re- 
quired lo endure, the General is informed 
by the complacent Secretary that he will 
retain his former position in the army, or 
will be assigned to one of the Departments, 
if he prefers it. He is furthermore informed 
that he will bo allowed several months leave 
of absence. A mild punishment, truly, for 
rank disobedience of orders on tho part of 
a military subordinate. We are not told 
that the Secretary's communication lo the 
delinquent officer was closed with the len- 
der of a complimentary dinner, though such 
a proceeding would not have been out of 
keeping with the whole tenor of the missive.

•' Having given a most careful examina- 
tion lo all the events which have lately 
occurred in the department of Oregon, and 
to the examination of his conduct therein, 
submitted by Gen Harney to this depart- 
ment, the Secretary of War feels it his duty 
to express bis disapproval of the orders 
issued by (Jen. Harney, under date ol April 
10, I860, by which Captain Pickett was 
■ laced in command at Camp Piokett. A 
question having arisen between the govern- 
ments of the United States And Great Bri- 
tain, as to the sovereignty of the Island 
of San Juan, and danger being antici- 
pated to the friendly relations of the two 
countries from the condition of affairs upon 
the island itself, Gen. Scott was sent, on the 
lGlh of September, I8fi9, empowered by the 
Government of the United States, to make 
such temporary arrangements as would 
avoid all collisions, until the whole matter 
bad been amicably adjusted by the diplo- 
matic actions o( the nations. In pursuance 
•f these powers, lien. Scott repaired to .San 
Juan, and having taken steps there v ich 
he deemed advisable, returned, leaving 
with Gen. Harney, lor his guidance and 
instructions, letters and orders of the follow- 
ing dates: November 5th and Dili, I S51). 

Thfl essential points of these Instructions 
and unlets were— lirst, the removal ol the 
larger part of the United States force on San 

Jiuo Island; second, tho retention of ono 



company of United States troops under Capt. 
Hunt; third, the special injunction to Gen. 
Hatney to remember that the sovereignty of 
the island is still in disputo between the 
two governments, and until definitely settled 
between them, that British subjects havo 
equal rights with American oitiaens on the 
island, accompanied by a copy of General 
Scott's assurance to Governor Douglas of 
his intention to instruct our commanding of- 
ficers on the island to allow no person 
claiming to bo a functionary of Washing- 
ton Territory to interfere with any British 
subject residing or happening to be on the 
same island whilst it shall remain in dispute 
between our respective governments. In 
opposition to these instructions, Gen. Har- 
ney lemoved Capt. Hunt and substituted 
Capt. Pickett in his place, issuing at the 
same time to Capt. Pickett the following 
order: , 

Third— Under tho organic act of the 
Congress ol tho United States for the estab- 
lishment of the Territorial government of 
Washington, the first Legislative Assembly 
of 185-1 passed an act including the island 
of San Juan as a part of Whatooin county. 
This act wn.i duly submitted to Congress, 
and has not been disapproved. It is, there- 
fore, the law of the land. You will ba 
obliged, consequently, to acknowledge and 
respect tho civil jurisdiction of Washington 
Territory in the discharge of your duties in 
San Juan, and the General commanding is 
satisfied that any attempt of the Brmsh 
commander to ignore this right ol territory 
will be followed by disagreeable results out 
of his power to control. , 

The Secretary or War disapproves this 
order of General Harney, in violation of the 
order of General Scott, and of the agree- 
ment between the two governments respect- 
ing the island of San Juan, which might 
have been attended by disastrous eonse- 
(piences. At the same lime, whilst express- 
ing Shis 'disapprobation he has no doubt ol 
the good intentions of Gen. Harney in the 
premises; and from his known high char- 
acter anil distinguished services he is not 
disposed to be severe in bis condemnation.

Tin: PAP.M- St\tks.— The following brief 
description of the Papal Slates may be of 
interest at this momont : Before the war ot 
Italy, the Slates of the Chureh were divided 
into four legations, not counting the district 
of Homo, The first comprised the provinces 
of Bologna. Ferrara, Forti and Ravenna, and 
were called Romagna, The second con- 
sisted of the provinces of Urbino, Pesaro 
Macerata, Loreto, Ancona, Fenno, ,\scoli 
and Catneiinr, and are commonly called 
the marches. They have on the north Ro- 
mania, on tho east tho Adriatic, on the 
south the kiiiydoiri of Naples, and on the 
west Tuscany and the provinces of Spoleto 
ami Perugia. They separate Romnfinafiom 
the Neapo.itan Stales. The thud legation 
consists of the provinces of Spoleto, Perugia 
and Rieti ; the first two constitute what is 
called Umbria, The town of Faligno. whtch 
is in Perugia, was formerly the Fulgininrn 
of the ancients. The fourth legation 
comprises the provinces of Velletri, Fiosi- 
none and Be'nevenlo; the latter, however, 
is surrounded by Neapolitan territory. Ilie 
district of Home, which is placed under a 
special regime, consists of that city, ol Yt- 
tcibo. Orvieloand Civita-Vecehia, the latter 
being an important commercial port,
